fecting the banks of Wisconsin. 
All 


of -the recommendations of the state 
banking department were defeated as 
were the bills urged by the bankers' 
association. 
A law was enacted providing that 
the annual meeting of state banks 
shall be held in January or July. 
This is a restoration of an old statute, 
which inadvertantly was repealed. 
Several bills, most of them intro- 
duced by Assemblyman Donnelly of 
Milwaukee, were enacted into law 
strengthening the building and loan 
association 
statute 
of 
Wisconsin. 
These building- and loan 
measures 
were recommended by State Banking 
Commissioner A. E. Kuolt. 


There are a number of bills affeot- 
ag banks, which were defeated by 
.fie legislature. State Banking Com- 
missioner A. E. Kuolt recommended 
the 
enactment of a Jaw for school 
savings banks and a bill embodying 
this principle was introduced by As- 
semblyman Metcalfe 
of 
Milwaukee. 
The measure 
passed the house but 
was defeated in the senate. 


A bill limiting the loans of banks 


.o Arsons, co-partners and corpora- j 
tions was defeated. Under.the pres- 
ent law, loans can be made 
to 
an 
amount equal to thirty per cent of a 
>ank'B capital and surplus and 'by per- 
mission of the board of directors, this 
amount may be increased to fifty per 
cent. The banking department recom- 


deposits was defeated. Commissioner 
Kuolt pointed out to the legislature 
that some of the banks Tiad extremely 
low 
capital 
as 
compared to. their 


deposits and showed t'.e deposits of 
some banks now exceeded more than 
thirtv per cent of their capital stock. 
He declared he did not consider the 
capital stock whenever their deposits 
to 
safe-guard 
the . depositors 
and 
recommended the enactment of a law 
requiring banks 
to increase their 
caital stock whenever their deposits 
average' ten times their capital and 
surplus for a period of six months. 
Senator 
Jennings 
of 
Milwaukee 
introduced a bill 
providing for in- 
dustrial banks. 
The 
measure 
was 


defeated in the assembly. 
The legislature, however, passed a 
law providing that persons 
engaged 
in the business of transmitting money 
to foreign countries shall be licensed 
and placed 
under a bond of $oOOO. 
This was with the recommendation of 
the banking department. 
In the closing days of the session 
the assembly defeated a bill providing 
that state banks might become federal 
depositories. The aim of this bill was 
to aid the banks which have bought 
heavily in liberty bonds. 
The Bray bill changing the method 


of taxing banks, providing that the
